THE WOLF AT THE DOOR. 


The destitution in Ireland, which is now 
about ending by the gathering of a bounti- 
ful harvest, so far monopolized the at- 
tention of the people of America ns to shut- 
out still greater destitution elsewhere. In 
Brazil whole Provinces have been scourged J 
by famine and pestilence. It is safe to 
say that during the last sixteen months 
thousands of human beings have perished 
in this and other parts of South: America 
from starvation and disease caused b7 
want of proper nourishment. Meagre 
have been the reports brought by those 
who have visited the desoluted regions and 
witnessed the suffering of the people, but 
they havo been sufficient to enable us to 
form an opinion of the terrible reality. The 
vast empire of Russia, too, has its desu- 
late and famine-stricken Provinces where 
the wretched inhabitants are driven to the 
extremity of life, and many have died of 
actual want. But perhaps tho most terri- 
ble of all the famine plagues now exists, 
and has for many months existed, in Persi 
and aljoining parts of Asia Minor. Tie 
following extracts trom the journal of 
Lloyd, a Nestorian Christian, living in the 
famine district of Persia, will furnish soma 
idea of the horrors that exist there:— 

May 17,—What 1 have seen to-day is more 
awful than yeaterday, Perhaps mote thana 
hundred persons, of all ages, crowding, flood- 
ing the doors of the missionaries and begging 
and crying for bread. Then I sawa boy 3 
years old, rescued from the jaws of street dogs ; 
whi'e he was without food, becoming the food 
of dogs. Passinzon, I saw a very teautifal 
boy about 4 years old. Awoman was taking 
him intoa street far off from her house. 1 
heard her say to a neighbor: ‘“Tbia child, a 
few days ago, I found crying at mydoor. I 
brought him in and have kept him, but now I 
haye no bread for myself, lam carrying kim 
to destroy him, for I know not his house cr his 
friends, and I suppase his mother i: dead from 
starvation, and her baby is left, without an 
owner.” Going on, I saw a Woman in tho 
agonies of death, and her daughter sitting by 
her, crying with an exceeding bitter cry. Near 
by was anotherS daughter, 7 years old, 
dead, unnoticed and unclaimed, like a stone 
follen in the street, In the strect I saw filty 
beggars, their voices scarcely audible. I heard 
i Moglem saying, “If English alms had not 
come to this country, at least half its inhabi- 
tants would bave perished,’’ 


Sabbath, May 18,—I did not go to the mar- 
ket to-day, but famine sights were not lack- 
ing. Here in this city ward of Murt Muyam 
was an old man, the lineaments ot his man- 
hood almost obliterated in the marks of death, 
bearing in his arms a i ae 8 years. The 
merciful men of the neighborhood brought him 
ont soft (liquid) food, but it seemed te mo too 
late to recall life. A company of six Musgul- 
mans saw this, and they said, ‘How much 
thesé English haye given help in this city. 
Hundreds and hundreds have they savel from 
death. We owe them gratitude.” 

This day a crowd of young married women 
from Nestorian villages,assembled in the doors 
of the missionaries, saying : “This is a shame 
forus andwe blush to ask for bread; we 
would rather die than come, yet life is sweet. 
How could we dio when we heard there was 
hope of bread here? Let your pity move for 
the tender babes of our heart's love; we are 
consumed with hunger and can nurse them no 
longer. Let pitiful hands that give alms 
nourish them this day” ; 


Tuesday, May 20,—Going to market I s. 
a dead body before the sree of a house ; nae 
by, @young man with only breath to Bay, 
“Bread ; bread; on the other side one weeping 
over two deal ; then a little child, still living, 
but fallen to the ground without any owpor ; 
further on a Mussulman exclaiming, “How 
long, O Lord, what shall we do?” J said 
* What is it?” He enid, “We are dead men 
and as the reluse cast outinto the streets.” 
Next I saw aman caten of dogs, I saw ten 
places where men were calling out for bread, I 
saw one man witha piece of money anda 
crowd fightiug and struggling toget it away. 
From thence to the city gate, perhaps over 
sixty boys and girls I met, between seven and 
twelve yoars old, repeating in the feeblest 
voices, yetwith all their strength, “Bread 
bread | : 

Zhe most fearful forms of deata have Brown 
common place. The wealthy Mohammedang 
reem incapable of mercy cither toward their 
people or Christians, One of them hax said 
that if their own religious teachers should give 
alms, like the missionaries, no one necd die of 
hanger, and, but for their giving every day, 
our dead would count « thousand men, Y 


While such scenes of destitution and 
misery oxist the graneries of America and 
parte of Barope aro full and overflowing. 
In most of the instances mentioned the 
famine has been caused by want of rain 
and the consequent failure of crops. ‘The 
only exception to this rule isin Treland, 
where an oxcess of rain caused tho potato 
crops to rot and almost ruined the 
Here and in the United States, 
heat and moisture, the two great instru- 
inenls of vegetation, are equally distribut 
ed, and the earth produces tocd in abun- 
dance, There are limited seasons of dronth 
and flood, when considerable damage to 
fYowing crops result, but except in parte 
of Kansas nothing like total ocenrs, 
America seems to be the layored quarter of

By this time up- 
wards of 800 people were moving about the 
Park, and all apparantly enjoying them- 
solves. Those that had dinner at the. sey- 
eral hotels in the town, were now seeking 
thepic-nic ground. About1 o'clock the 
Band marched from the Town to the Park 
playing some very sweet music. The gor- 
geous dress and manly appearance of thig 
popular Band was much commented on, 
both on the atrestsand at the Park. As 
soon asthe Band reached the grounds,

When there is no wind, or but a light one, this 
weight brings the levers to a position, in which 
they hold the wheel fallin the wind, When 
the speed of the wheel is increased by the in- 
creasing wind, the centrifugal force which tends 
to throw the parts away from the center, causes 
the sections to awing outward upon the pivots, 
By this movemont tho’ wheel presents some- 
what less surface to the wind, and at the same 
time presents its fans ata less angle. 

The results of this arrangement of parts, is 
that no increase of wind, increases the speed 
of the mill, Of course a very light wind doos 
not give the wheel its full spned, but a moder- 
ate breeze brings it to the speed at which the 
governing movement begins. As usually ad. 
justed this is about 80 to 86 revolutions per 
minute. 

There are no cords, pullys,springs, chains. 
or weights except the one weight which bal- 
ances the centrifugal force. The delecacy 
and quickness with which the wheel adjusts 
itself to the various force of the wind, can 
scarcely be understood until seen. No mat- 
ter how strong or sudden the gusts, or how 
frequent the changes of wind, the sails in- 
atantly take just the angle to meet them,and 
the mill continues its work with unvarying 
regularity. In this respect it differs from 
mills of other form, of which the maker say, 
“If the wind becomes yery severe the wheel 
and rudder ently fold together and remain 
still until the wind dies away.’ We repeat 
this statement of the makers of solid wheel 
mills—that they must siand still when the 
wind is high—while we claim for ours that it 
will work in any wind, high or low, 


By this even and regalar motion, neither 
mill nor pump is ever jerked or strained, but 
both are kept in coudition todo the greatest 
amount of work.

KITOHEN MAXIMS.. 


Arrange flat-irons on the stova in ‘two 
rows, ‘‘heeland toe,”’ or so that when ready 
for a hot flat you can take the noxt one 
in order without loss of time of getting the 
one that has been heating longest. 

An exchange says: ‘Kerosene oil will 
soften boots or shoes which have been 
hardened by water, and render them as 
pliable as new.’ And ruin the leather 
at the same time, Castor oil is the best 
thing in the world to use on boots or shoes. 

Make the most of the little nutriment 
contained in potatoes, They ought to be 
steamed or baked, ‘Tho latter is best, and 
soaking in cold water for half an hour be- 
fore putting in the ovenis an advantage. In 
neither case should the skin be removed 
before cooking. 

To take the woody taste out of » wooden 
pail, fill the pail with boiling hot water; let 
it remain until cold, then empty it and dis- 
olve some sola in luke-warm water, ad— 
ding a little lime to it, and wash the inside 
well with the solution; after that scald 
with hot water and rinse well. 

To pealloppapenneatiy for pantry shelves 
select the edge of the paper which has 
most white, fold several thickness and cut 
a plain scallop about four inches wide and 
about two and a half inches deep, then 
notch the scallop in square notches. I 
think they look a little better aid do not, 
roll up as‘the plain edge does. 

Flour is like utter, it absorbs smells 
readily. It should not be kept in a place 
where there are onions, fish, vegetables de- 
caying or other odorous substances, 1xor in 
a damp room or cellar, Keep itina cool 
dry, airy room, where not exposed to a 
freezing temperature, nor to one above 70 
degrees, and always sift before using. 
| In paring potatoes or apples, we are apt. 
to cut our thumbs, more or less, but de:sply 
enough ‘to render the place sore, and d.ish- 
washing, sewing &c., are uncomfortable 
for several days afterward. Pinning a ]it- 
tle strip of muslin around the thumb wh en 
beginning the paring, will entirely protect 
the thumb. 

To remove oil marks from wall paper 
where inconsiderate people rest their heads,. 
take pipe-clay or fuller’s earth, and make 
into a paste, about as ice cream, with cold 
water ; lay it on the stain gently without 
rubbing it in : leave it on all night. It will

| The results of this arrangement of parts, is 
that no increase of wind, increases tho speed 
of the mill. Of couree a very light wind does 
not give the wheel its full spned, but a moder- 
‘ate breeze brings it to the speed at which the 
governing movement begins. As usually ad« 
justed this is about 30 to 85 revolutions per 
naDute. 

There are no cords, pullys, springs, chains, 
or weights except the one weight which balanes 
the centrifugal force.

TURKEY AND THE POWERS. 


Tt looks as ifthe great Powers were drift- 
ing into a Turkish war. They have decid- 
ed to meet Turkey's passive resistance as 
regards Gresce and Montenegro, by a joint 
naval demonstration at two points near the 
Capital, but not in the Golden Horn itself, 
The Porte seems to be concerned only 
about .Constantinople, which its agents 
think is practically unassailable. But it is 
making the mistake of all infatuated gov- 
ernments in measuring the significance of 
this movement by merely material stand- 
ards, Europe means it as a hint to be 
taken, and if it should not be, the Powers 
will find themselves placed in a ludicrous 
position, from which nothing but the exer- 
cise of force will extract them. They may 
mean war as little as they didin 1626, but 
now, as then, they may be driven to fight 
by the Turk's own folly. Should a conflic, 
be thus precipitated, it is not improbable 
that it will have much more sérious con- 
sequences than the ratification of the Greek 
frontier. The Turk has worn ont the 
patience of Hurope, and if it becomes 
necessary to march on Stambonl, the Otta- 
man probably will cease to be an element 
of the political situation in Europe.

THE IRISH COMPENSATION BILL, 


As we predicted sometime ago, tho 
House of Lords rejected tho Irish Compen- 
sation Bill passed by the Commons. The 
majority against the second reading was 
unexpectedly large, being composed of 
Conservatives and Liberals. The result of 
this vote has greatly intensified the Radi- 
cal excitement throughout the United 
Kingdom, and may lead to political 
trouble. The Ministry will undoubtedly 
be benefitted by the actionof the Upper 
House, as the whole responsibility. of fail- 
ing to provide for the Irish trouble will 
be cast upon the Lords, andthe Govern- 
ment will get credit for what thoy accom- 
plished.

When 
the speed of the wheel is increased by the in- 
creasing wind, the centrifugal force which tends 
to throw the parts away from the center, causes 
the sections to swing outward upon the pivots, 
By this movement the wheel presents some- 
what less surface to.the wind, and at the same 
time presents its fans ata less angle, 

The results of this arrangement of parts, is 
that no increase of wind, increases the speed 
ofthe mill. Of coursé a yery light wind does 
not give the wheel its full speed, but a moder- 
ate breeze brings it to the speed at which the 
governing movement begins, As usually adc 
justed this is about 80 to 35 revolutions per 
minute. 

There are no cords, pullys, springs, chains, 
or weights except the one weight which balances 
the centrifugal force. The delecacy and quick- 
ness with which the wheel adjusts itself to the 
various force of the wind, can scarcely be 
understood until seen, No matter how strong 
or sudden the gusts, or how frequent the 
changes of wind, the eails instantly take just 
the angle to meet them, and the mill continues 
its work with unvarying regularity, In this 
respect it differs from mills of other form, 
which the maker say, “If the wind becomes 
very severe the wheel and rudder gently fold 
together and remain still until the wind dies 
away.” We repeat this statement of the 
makers of solid wheel mills—that they roust 
stand still when the wind is high —whi'e we

Lonpon, Aug. 7.—A Constantinople des- 
patch gives the following account of the 
murder of Dr, Parsons, American mission- 
ary and his servant near Ismid :—Parsons 
accompanied by an Amorican servant was 
making a professional tour in the monn- 
tains east of Ismid, and encamped on the 
night of the 4th inst., by the roadside in 
the vicinity of some Zurukes, a semi-no- 
madic tribe. ‘wo Zuruke shepherds who 
have since been arrested, confessed with 
cynical composure, they shot 2 travellers } 
as they slept, and robbod them of their 
money,amounting to less than £1. As Par- 
sons did not reach his destination at 
the expected time, and as his horse was 
found wandering about the hills, his friends 
instituted a search, and their bodies were 
discovered under some bushes near tho 
scene of nturder. The authorities on hear- 
ing 2 dispatch on the subject had been sent 
to British Mmbassy, showed more than 
usual zeal, and by threatening wholesale 
arrests induced the Zurukes to surrender 
the'criminals. As they are neither Cir- 
cassians or Brosian, and have probably no 
influential protectors in the palace they 
may jossibly be executed, but the facet of 
their being Mohammedans may put ob- 
stacles in the way of ordinary judicial pro- 
cedure.

The simplicity of the devices by which the 
Wind vnill itself regulates, its own motion, and 
the completeness with which it docs this, are 
its chief merits. The wheel is made in sections, 
(six or more). The fans which form cach 
section, are set in two cross-bars, the principle 
one of which crosses the fans at about the 
middle of their length. 

‘This cross bar it pivoted at cach end upon 
the arms’of the wheel, so that when the mill 
is thrown ‘tout of the wind”seach section ie’ in 
& position which presents the inner end of the 
fana ‘to the wind, The inner ends of the 
sections are connected by levers—yery simple 
in thelr arrangement, but not easily described 
Tes a slide head, to which is connected 
a lever carrying a weight on its longer arm, 
‘When there is no wind, or but a light one, this 
weight brings the levers to a position, in which 
they hold the wheel fallin the wind. When 
the speed of the wheel is increased by the in- 
creasing wind, the centrifugal force which tends 
to throw the parts away from the center, causes 
‘the sections to swing outward upon tlie pivots, 
By this movement the wheel presents some- 
what less surface to the wind, and at the same, 
time presents its fans ata less angle. 

“The results of this arrangement of parts, is 
that no increase of wind, increases the speed 
of the mill. Of course a very light wind does 
not give the wheel its full speed, but a moder- 
ate breeze brings it to the speed at which the 
governing movement begins. As usually adc 
justed this is about 30 to 35 revolutions per 
minute. 

There are no cords, pullys, springs, chains, 
or weights except the one weight which balanes 
the centrifugal force, The delecacy and quick- 
ness with whrch the wheel adjusts iteelf to the 
yarious force of thé wind, can scarcely be 
understood until seen, “No matter how strong 
orsudden the gusts, or low frequent the 
changes of wind, the gails instantly take just 
the angle to mect them, and the mill continues 
its work with unvarying regularity, In this 
‘respect it differs from mills of other form, of 
which the maker say, “If the wind becomes 
very severe the wheel and rudder ‘gently fold 
together and remain still until the wind dies 
away.” We repeat this statement of the 
makers of solid wheel mills—that they 1oust 
stand still when the wind is high —while we 
claim for ours that it will work in any wind, 
high or low, ; 5

Last winter the stove-foundersof Canada 
formed a combinatién as to prices’ and 
terms. They advanced prices in concert 
several times, and the bulk of their sales 
were made at 25 per cent. higher prices 
than they obtained the year before. As the 
stove-founders did not possess an exuber- 
ance of faith in each other,they adopted the 
most approved metbods of the United 
Statos, where the making of rings has been 
reduced to a fine art. Each manufactnrer 
or firm deposited $200 in money or socur 
ities with the Presidont or Treasurer of the 
Association. This sum was to be forfeited 
if a depositor sold stoves at less than the 
ring prices—and was found out. They 
have agreed to put up an additional $200 
on the same terms, haying probably dis- 
covered that the first $200 was not suflici- 
ent to keep some of the members straight. 
Nay, so doubtful of their brother-mon have 
these monopolists become that they are 
binding each other by a secret cath to ob- 
servo the compact. A little bird has 
brought us the oath which cach member 
of the ring is bound to take. A copy of

4 position which presents the inner end of the 
fans to the wind, The inner ends of the 
“eections are connected by levers—very simple 
in thelrayrangement, but not easily described 
~with a slide head, to which is connected 
a lever carrying a EME on its longer arm. 
When there is no wind, or but a light one, this 
weight brings the levers to « position, in which 
they hold the wheel fallin the wind. When 
the speed of the wheel is increased by the in- 
creasing wind, the centrifugal force which tends 
to throw the parts away from the center, causes 
the sections to swing outward upon the pivots, 
By this moyement the wheel presents some- 
whiat less surface to the wind, and at the same 
time presents its fans at a less angle. 

The results of this arrangement of ts, is 
that no increase of wind, increases ia baen 
of the mill. Of course a very light wind does 
not give the wheel its fall spned, but a moder- 
ate breeze brings it to the speed at which the 
governing movement begins. As usually ad. 
justed this is about 80 to 85 revolutions per 
minute. 

There are no cords, pullys, springs, chains 
or weights except the one weight which balanes 
the centrifugal force. The delecacy and quick- 
ness with whrch the wheel adjusts itself to the 
yarious force of the wind, can scarcely be 
| understood untilseen, No matter how strong 
}} orsudden the gusts, or how frequent the 
| changes of wind, the eails instantly take just 
| the angle to mect them, and the mill continues 
jits work with unyarying regularity, In this 
| respect it differs from mills of other form, of

THE LICENSE QUESTION. 


A test case in connection with the license 
question,is to be tried in Toronto. Eminont 
counsel haye been engaged, so we are told; 
to apply to the Court of Quecn’s Bench for. 
a mandamus to compel the Toronto 
License Commissioners to give licenses to 


certain parties who have been struck off 


the list. The principal object is to get a 
decision on the legal right of the Provin- 
cial Government to deal with tavern or 
shop licenses. The movement is undoubt- 
edly in the interest of the Conservative 
party, and is a part of the agitation by the 
Mail and other organs of that side for the 
transfer of the power to issue tavern and 
shop licenses from the Local to the Do- 
minion authorities. Such a change, it is 
argued, would divest the business of politi- 
cal influence, but how or why we aro al a 
loss to understand. The charges, too, that 
the Mowat Government use the license 
power to promote party interests, and that 
Commissioners appointed by that Govern. 
mont are influenced by political considera— 
tions when issuing licenses, are disproved 
by the facts as they exist. A return to 
the Local Legislature two yoars ago,show— 
ed that more than twice as mauy Conser- 
vatives as Reformers were Granted licenses 
thronghout the Province. The same rule 
holds good when applied to municipalities. 
In Belleville 36 persons received licensos 
for tavern, saloon and shop purposes this 
year. Of these 26 are Conservatives, 9 Re- 
formers, and 1 (Mrs. McGivern) a woman. 
In Hamilton the proportion stands, 99 
Conservatives and 81 Reformors, for this 
year. We have no returns from other con- 
slituencies for 1880, but have no doubt of 
‘the relation of parties, as represented by 
tho licenses, 

It will be observed that

A WOMAN WHO DECLARES THAL HER 
OWN PERJURY CONVICTED HBR SIS- 
TER AND BROTHBR.«IN-LAW OF 
MURDER. 


Mea, Smith, who died in the Detroit hos- 
pital prison on Suturday, made a most ex. 
traordinary .ante-mortom conlession on 
Friday to the matron of that institution. 
On the night of the 18th September, 1876, 
her husband was murdered as ho lay in bed 
beside her.

In her confession to the hos— 
pital matron Mr, Smith says she swore 
falsely ; that neither of the parties convic- 
ted had anything to do with the crime, nor 
did she know who committed it. ‘She says 
that a certain party whose name has not 
been revealed by the authoritios, porsuad- 
ed hor to make tho false confession, assur- 
ing her that sho would recive a light 
sentence. Inher anxiety to rejoin her 
children she agreed to do as was suggested. 
While giving her testimony! she was under 
the direction of this party; who was in the 
courbroom atthe trial. At certain pre~

AN INSANE RELATIVE 27 YEARS IN THE

There are no cords, pullys. springs, chains. 
or weights except the one weight which balaoes 
the centrifugal force. The delecacy and quick

The critical escape from a cruel and lin- 
gering fate of two Gloucester _fishormen,

The results of this arrangement of parts, 
that no increase of wind, increases the speed 
ofthe mill. Of course a yery light wind does 
not give the wheel its full speed, but a moder- 
ate breeze brings it to tho speed at which the 
governing movement begins, As usually adc 
justed this is about 30 to 85 revolutions e 
minute, 

There are no cords, pullys, springs, chaine, 
or weights except the one weight which balaneb 
the centrifugal force. The delecacy and quick 
ness with which the wheel adjusts itself to the 
various force of the wind, can scarcely bo 
understood until seen, No matter how strong 
orsudden the gusts, or how frequent the 
changes of wind, the eails instantly take just 
the angle to meet them, and the mill continues 
its work with unvarying regularity, In this 
respect it differs from mills of other form, of 
which the maker say, “If the wind becomes 
very severe the wheel and rudder gently fold 
together and remain still until the wind dies 
away.’ We repeat this statement of the 
makers of solid wheel mills—that they must 
stand still when the wind is high—while we 
claim for ours that it will work n any wind, 
high or low, 

y thisj even and regular motion, neither 
mill nor eet 8 ever jerk orstrained, but 
both are kept in coudition todo the greatest 
amonnt of work,

Decision in Quoen’s Bench against the 


County of Peterborough, 
THE CASE 'TO BI APPBALED TO THI 
SUPREME COURD. 

At thositting of the Queen's Bench yes~ 
terday, before Chief Justice Hagarty, Jus- 
tices Armour and Cameron, judgmont was 
given on tho rule nisi compelling the county 
of Peterborough to issue debentures to the 
value of $75,000, said debentures to be de- 
livered over to trusteos on bebalf of the 
Grand Junction Railway. Objection to 
this is raised on several grounds, but the 
decision of the Court is that the rule be 
made absolute for tho issue of a mandamus 
compelling the county to issue debentures 


to the amount required. 

Mr. MePhillips, of Cameron & Appelbe, 
appeared on behalf of the railway; tho 
county was not represented, 

Obiet Justice Hagarty regretted the ab- 
sencé of counsel, who should bo present at 
judgments in important cases. Counsel 
had stated that the Company were willing 
to take the debentures’ at twenty years, 
which He considered was a very fair pro- 
position, But if the county refused this 
proposition, then a mandamus must issue. 
Some trouble lad been given about the 
back interest alleged to be due,but the rail- 
way is willing to take thie debentures, pay. 
able in twenty years from the present time, 
which he thonght the county should accept. 

Mr. Justice Oamoron upheld the appoint: 
ment of trusteés, and said the debentures 
could not pass out of the hands of trustees 

Mr. Justice Armour said the by-law pas- 
ged sufficiently provided for the appoint- 
ment of trustees. As rogard interest he 
dia not undorstand that the railway was 
entitled to back interest. The debentures 
must be placed with tho interest and cou- 
pons attached in the hands of the trustees, 
and when they became due then the ques, 
tion as to the railway being entitled to back 
interest could come up. The caso was 
going to be taken to the Court of Appeal, 
and he did not wish to state fully any view 
of the case he might entertain. Ho wish- 
ed to hear other opinion as to the true con- 
struction of the said by-law in respect to 
this back interest claimed, whether the 
by-law can be viewed as an ordinary con. 
tract or that the intention was 
the accrued interest should go to tho rajl- 
way.
